Adlai Stevenson answered an oft 
asked question before taking off

The question,

“I'll cross that 
bridge when I 
get to it,’’ Ste- 
venson said, ‘‘and I don't expect 
to come to it.” 


His estimate of the situation 
is almost certainly correct. There 
were powerful elements in the 
Democratic party which did not 
try to elect him in either 1952 or 
1956. These same factions, now 
drawn to the anti-Stevenson-Tru- 
man magnet, are privately deter- 
mined he shall not have the nom- 
ination. 


Stevenson knows this. He has 
not been playing coy in refusing 
to say what he will, or won't do, 
although his detractors have been 
so charging. Adlai Stevenson is 
going to be on the conscience of 
the party leaders for many years 
to come. He was the last good 
chance to rally all the elements 
of the heterogeneous coalition 
called the Democratic party. But 
from the summer of 1952 there 
was desertion and dissent. The re- 
sult is a party which now has less 
national unity than it had in el- 
ther 1952 or 1956. 


Second Conclusion 


A second conclusion is that even 
though there is still widespread 
doubt about Vice President Nixon 
in the form of undefined “‘dislike,”’ 
no Democrat yet has caught the 
public fancy.

It was Franklin D. Roosevelt 
who added to this the Negro vote, 
formerly Republican. Until his 
primary administration brought 
suits to break down the white pri- 
mary device for restricting the 
vote, there had never been much 
of a Negro vote.. But removal of 
some of the bars to the ballot co- 
incided with heavy migration to 
eastern and western industrial 
centers. The Negro vote became 
enthusiastically Democratic. This, 
too, was politics of protest. 


Ethnic Groups 


We now have reached a point in 
the development of the Demo- 
cratic party where the ethnic 
groups have begun to break away 
from it. In 1952 and, more espe- 
cially, in 1956, the Catholic, Jew- 
ish and Baltic groups moved 
heavily toward the GOP. The 1956 
elections saw the Negro Demo- 
cratic vote decline. In the 1958 
off-year contests in which the 
Democrats showed _ greater 
strength at the state organiza- 
tional level, the Negro vote still 
fell off. 


It presently is obvious the Deep 
South Democrats are lost to the 
party. They cannot go to the Re 
publicans, since both parties will 
write civil rights platforms and 
support right-to-vote measures. 
But a Deep South third party 
movement cannot develop any 
permanent strength. 


It is a problem of simple arith- 
metic. At the national level some 
of the essential ingredients of the 
Democratic party have subtracted 
themselves. :

Force Pushed 


PARIS (UPI)—France proudly showed its new 
atom bomb on television Sunday and made plans for a 
nuclear army built around it. 


President De Gaulle was the 
first to see the films of Satur- 
day's blast, which put France in 
the big-power atomic club and 
gave it another claim to equality 
with its partners, Britain and the 
United States. 


The film was then released to 
the National Television Network, 
but viewers who expected spec- 
tacular shots were disappointed. 
The only views of the actual 
test showed a thin atomic cloud 
at high altitude, apparently pho- 
tographed several minutes after 
the blast. 


De Gaulle’s new defense min- 
ister, Pierre Messmer, was quick 
to follow up the successful test 
with an announcement on plans 
to use the bomb as a tactical 
weapon. 


“We shall continue to work in 
order to equip France with a 
striking force consisting of nu- 
clear warheads and the means to 
transport them,” he said Satur- 
day night. 


“In this way we shall give to 
our armies the means to carry 
out their mission, which is to 
make our national independence 
respected in all circumstances.” 


Messmer’s statement appeared 
at odds with De Gaulle’s comment 
after the explosion Saturday that 
France is now in a better posi- 
tion to work for atomic disarm- 
ament. 


But observers believe De 
Gaulle is skeptical of the chances 
of early agreement on nuclear 
disarmament and wants to press 
ahead with his weapons plans 
until such agreement is reached. 


Informed sources believe 
France can make about 12 atom 
bombs a year and might soon be 
able to quadruple this produc- 
tion. 


Protests over the nuclear test, 
meanwhile, continued to pour 
into Paris from neutralist and 
Communist countries and groups. 
French officials answered fears 
of radiation with a statement that 
no fallout came near any inhab- 
ited region, even on the fringes 
of the Sahara. 


Moscow radio charged that the 
blast confronts Africans with 
“imminent hazards of terrible 
food poisoning with its terrible 
consequences.” 


There were these other pro- 
tests: 


1. In Tunis, the Algerian Mos- 
lem rebel leadership called the 
blast an “act of intimidation 
against the African liberation 
movement.” 


2. In Damascus, Syria, several 
thousand demonstrators de- 
nounced France and pledged sup- 
port for the rebels. 


3. In Lagos, Nigeria, the news- 
paper Sunday Times said France 
“disdainfully swept aside with 
unequalled contempt the protests 
of African leaders” when it went 
ahead with the test over their 
objections.

Mikoyan, on a two-day stopover 
en route home from Cuba, ad- 
dressed the Norwegian Students 
Assn. Among his listeners were 
Prime Minister Gerhardsen, For- 
eign Minister Lange and other 
Norwegian officials. 


ASKED ABOUT HUNGARY 


After the speech, Mikoyan was 
asked about the Soviet suppression 
of the 1956 Hungarian revolt. 


He replied that the Soviet gov- 
ernment had been asked to help 
crush ‘‘the archreactionary, crimi- 
nal, American-instigated rebels” 
and added: ‘‘And those Hungarian 
students you have here are crimi- 
nals with blood on their hands.” 


He said the United States had 
given $100 billion in aid and re- 
lief to the Hungarian rebels to 
keep the revolt going. 


VIOLENT WHISTLING 


His statements were met with 
violent whistling, a sign of disap- 
proval here, and boos and shouts 
from most of the packed room. 
A few students remained silent. 


Norway was among the coun- 
tries to which Hungarian students 
and other rebels fled after Soviet 
armed forces crushed the revolt 
in Hungary. 


Earlier in his speech Mikoyan 
drew derisive laughter from his 
audience of about 800 when he 
said: ‘In our country no one is 
in jail for his political convictions. 


Our people are so unified that it|~~ 


is not necessary to jail anyone 
for political beliefs.” 
MIKOYAN ‘PUT OUT’ 

Mikoyan was visibly put out by 
the laughter that burst from the 
crowded hall and asserted: ‘“‘In 
the United States many Commu- 
nists are in jail, even if they are 
no danger to the state.”’ 


The Soviet official was applaud- 
ed many times during his talk 
when he gave a glowing account 
of growing Soviet industrial might. 


He claimed the Soviet Union 
would have surpassed the United 
States in industrial production 
long ago had it not become em- 
broiled in so many wars. 

‘TO PASS U.S.’ 

“If we keep on increasing our 
production at the present or higher 
rate,” he said, “‘we are sure to 
pass the United States, and the 
rest of the world will begin ask- 
ing: What kind of system is it 
which can work this kind of 
miracle?”’ 

Mikoyan arrived from Havana 
about six hours behind schedule 
and immediately plunged into a 
busy schedule of sightseeing tours 
and talks with Norwegian offi-

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP)—An Argentina sea and air 
task force stepped up its attacks 
Sunday on two.mystery subma- 
rines, believed lurking in Golfo 
Nuevo, indicating the climactic as- 
sault had begun. 


Reports from the scene 650 
miles southwest of Buenos Aires 
said five warships opened up Sat- 
urday night with powerful new 
depth bombs flown from the Unit- 
ed States. Planes joined in the 
attacks as daylight broke. 


Rear Adm. Gaston Clement, the 
navy secretary, predicted a cli- 
max “in a matter of hours’’ in 
the grim 16-day-old game of hide 
and seek in Golfo Nuevo where 
one of the submarines has been 
reported trapped. He refused to go 
into detail. 


Reporters at the scene were 
barred from getting close enough 
for any precise impression but 
they said the intensity and fre- 
quency of the attacks by ships and 
planes in the last few hours 
strongly indicated ‘‘Operation 
Sinking’’ — as the navy dubs the 
big assault — was under way. 


Two big U.S. Globemaster trans- 
port planes flew in a cargo of 
modern depth charges capable 
of reaching the deepest parts of 
the 20x40-mile gulf Saturday along 
with sonar detection gear and 
flares. 


The first submarine was detect- 
ed by three warships on training 
maneuvers Jan. 30 in the gulf, 
considered by Argentina to be its 
territorial waters. 


Clement said the submarine was 
believed to have suffered damage 
to its propellers in one of the fre- 
quent depth-charge attacks. 


The navy acknowledged Satur- 
day the second submarine slipped 
in past the naval blockade at the 
mouth of the gulf to try with its 
speed and maneuvering to lure 
pursuit away so the crippled sub- 
marine could escape. 


In another development un- 
confirmed reports said the body 
of a frogman had been washed 
ashore at the village of Cala 
Chica, near the mouth of the 
gulf. 


These accounts said the frog- 
man, described as wearing un- 
derwater clothing and an oxygen 
tank strapped to his back, had 
been dead about four days. The 
Navy refused comment on the 
reports.

Virginia's Private Schools 


Shouldn't Delude Georgians 


Roy R. Pearson, the able administrator of the Prince Edward 
School Foundation, appeared the other day in Atlanta before an 
audience composed largely of members of the Georgia General As 
sembly. The wire services reported that Pearson's review of his 
Foundation’s successful private school operation prompted the au- 


dience to wild applause 

Many comments were heard to 
the effect that Georgia localities 
would follow Prince Edward 
County's lead in abandoning pub- 
lic schools, in favor of private 
schools, rather than submit to 
race-mixing. 

Our good friends in Georgia are 
going through an apprehensive 
time just now; they face a crisis 
in September, especially in the 
city of Atlanta and it is under- 
standable that they would greet 
almost any possible solution of 
their dilemma with wild applause. 
When it comes to the establish- 
ment of private schools, however, 
we would urge them, on the one 
hand, to be encouraged by Prince 
Edward's experience but, at the 
same time, not to be deceived by 
it either. 

This must be understood: The 
private school operation is a suc- 
cess in Prince Edward County, 
Virginia. And where conditions 
are substantially similar, a pri- 
vate school operation reasonably 
could be expected to succeed 
elsewhere in the South. 

What are these conditions? — 

First of all, Prince Edward is 
a small rural county. The num- 
ber of white children to be edu- 


‘cated is not especially large (en- 


rollment totals 1,450 this year). 
White pupils actudily were a mi- 
nority in the former public school 
system. Community sentiment 


ee 


among white parents was virtu- 
ally unanimous in support of the 


county’s decision to abandon 
schools. 
A tax situation made the 


financing of the Prince Edward 
School Foundation a practicable 
matter. Formerly, the county's 
white taxpayers were carrying 85 
per cent of the local burden of 
operating public schools for both 
white and Negro pupils. The 
local tax rate formerly was set at 
a level to produce revenues sulfi- 
cient for this purpose. When pub- 
lic education was abandoned, the 
tax rate immediately was cut by 
half and these local tax savings 
voluntarily donated to the School 
Foundation were almost enough 
in themselves to cover the an- 
nual costs of educating only 1,- 
450 white children. ; 
To summarize: Where the 
number of pupils to be taught is 
low and community spirit is high; 
where educational standards are 
modest and a private. school. can 
be largely finaficed from local 
sources; where a stable teaching 
staff is available and _ strong 
leadership can rely upon almost 
undivided support from the whole 
white community—here a private 
school operation can succeed. But 
unless these factors are present 
and they surely are not present in 
the city of Atlanta, a “switch to 
private schools” will not .work. :

Clouds Now Form 


In Nixon’s Skies 


WASHINGTON—Vice President Nixon has 
long appeared all but happily exempt from the 
fact that into each (political) life some rain must 


fall. As unchallenged heir to the Republican presidential nomination 
he has occupied a place far above the storm. He has been able to 
look on while aspirants for the Democratic nomination have fought 


among themselves for the right 
election. 

Suddenly, however, the weath- 
er has turned a bit. Now, a few 
small clouds are gathering over 
the prospect for Nixon, 

Until the other day Gov. Rocke- 
feller of New York had not: ut- 
tered the name ‘Nixon’ since 
Dec. 26. That was the date Rocke- 
feller removed himself from the 
race for the presidential nomina- 
tion. In breaking this brooding 
silence, Rockefeller has said 
something only guardedly and 
maybe favorable of Nixon. The 
governor quoted a promise the 
vice president himself recently 
made that the Republicans would 
not stand pat on the Eisenhower 
record, 

“This.”’ Rockefeller observed 
cooly, “ts a clear and forthright 
statement.’”’ What he didn’t need 
to add, so plain was his mean- 
ing, was this: ‘‘And now, Mr. 
Nixon, let’s see if you Carry 
through on that pledge.’’ 

As to the defense debate this is

tors have framed their recommendations, these two facts are central: 


The committee does not ask 
that the role of the. federal gov- 
ernment in regulating television 
and radio be enlarged 

It does propose that the pow- 
ers of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission and the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission be made 
so explicit that these agencies 
cannot hide behind the vagaries 
of the statute as a means of neg- 
lecting their duty. Atty. Gen. 
Rogérs, for example, has held 
that they have all along had the 
necessary authority and have 
sleepfully neglected their job. 

The key changes are these: 

|. License the networks as well 
as the stations. (It is the net- 
works which provide most of the 
programs, The committee would 
make them as legally responsible 
as the stations themselves.) 

2. Make it a crime to broadcast 
deceptive material. 


3. Ban secret payments to sta-— 


tion employes to plug a product, 
thus. making ‘“‘payola’’ an_ indi- 
vidual crime.

Without Knowing Spanish 


By BARBARA BRIGHT 
It takes grit, faith, and belief 
in miracles to publish a paper 
for Mexico in Atlanta when even 
the editor doesn’t know Spanish. 


But Brigadier Lillian E. Han- 
sen did it. 


Though she had plenty of ex- 
perience editing the Salvation 
Army’s War Cry, a Spanish edi- 
tion of the religious newspaper 
was far different. 


“The first issue we couldn't 
even read ourselves,” Brig. 
Hansen said. ‘‘And we've had to 
do everything but stand on our 
heads since then to get the pa- 
per out once a month.” 


The Spanish edition of The 
War Cry, called El Grito de 
Guerra, is printed in Atlanta 
monthly and shipped in bulk to 
Salvation Army stations in 
Mexico. 

TAKES COURSES 

Since that first edition of El 
Grito six years ago, Brig. Han- 
sen has been taking courses in 
Spanish at night. She studied 
Latin, French and German in 
school, but had no knowledge of 
Spanish. 

“Everybody told me I was 
crazy when I said I wanted to 
put out a paper for Mexico,”’ 
the Salvation Army editor re- 


— ~~ 


called. “But I had a dream it 
could be done. And I didn’t have 
time to wait to study Spanish. 
I just went ahead and did it.’’ 


The enterprising editor first 
telephoned Emory University 
for help, she said. They told her 
about staff members or stu- 
dents who knew Spanish. 


New type had to be bought at 
Ruralist Press, which publishes 
the 98,000 weekly copies of The 
War Cry for the South. 


Since the linotype operators 
didn’t know Spanish, each line 
had to be set by character. 
Proofreading also had to be done 
by character, a slow and tedious 
job. 

SPANISH CHARACTERS 

Preparing copy for the Span- 
ish edition also required some 
doing. At Brig. Hansen’s of- 
fice, one of the typewriters was 
fitted with keys of Spanish 
characters. Since then the edi- 
torial staff has acquired one in- 
ternational typewriter. 


“We copied the first issue 
squiggle by squiggle,’ Brig. 
Hansen said. “‘A graduate stu- 
dent at Emory is our proof- 
reader for El Grito.”’ 


Brig. Hansen has been a Sal- 
vation Army officer for 26 
years. A native of Connecticut,

her parents were Salvation 
Army officers and she grew up 
in the religious service corps. 
She is a graduate of Boston 
University and spent 17 years 
in editorial work in Chicago 
before coming to Atlanta as 
editor-in-chief of all the South- 
ern region Salvation Army pub- 
lications eight years ago. 


In addition to The War Cry 
and El Grito de Guerra, Brig. 
Hansen handles editorial duties 
for The Young Soldier, the Sal- 
vation Army pamphlet for Sun- 
day Schools which is also pub- 
lished weekly. 


‘‘When I started, I didn’t know 
a pica from an elephant,”’ she 
said. “In this job, though, you 
have to be able to be bottle 
washer as well as chief cook.” 


Since she handles the Salva- 
tion Army publications for 15 
Southern states, the District of 
Columbia and Mexico, Brig. 
Hansen has to spend a good deal 
of her time on the road, making 
editorial contacts and meeting 
the Salvation Army officers who 
sell The War Cry. 


SOLD TO U:S. 

El Grito is distributed to Span- 
ish-speaking population centers 
in the United States as well as 
Mexico. Migrant Spanish work- 
ers in Arkansas, Texas and Cali- 
fornia have been eager readers 
of El Grito, the editor said. It 
is also sold in the Puerto Rican 
sections of New York City. 

To get native material for El 
Grito, Brig. Hansen makes a 
trip to Mexico once a year. Un- 
til El Grito, the Salvation Army 
in Mexico did not have a news- 
paper, although the religious 
corps had been in the country 
for 20 years. 

One of the features of the edi- 
tion for Mexico that caused 
Brig. Hansen and her staff. of 
eight some headaches is the 
scripture calendar which is 
printed on the back of each 
issue. 


‘So many of the poor people 
in Mexico don’t even have cal- 
endars,’’ Brig. Hansen said, 
“Ours comes out small and the 
type is a little hard to read, 
but the people like it.”

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In New Pumps

The queen is dead—long live the queen! The queen 

in this case is the pump and, despite the wonderful di- 

versity of styles in shoes this spring, the style that will 
wear the crown is the pump. 


In its closed version it has 
long been the only acceptable 
shoe for daytime town wear and, 
though this will be its most fa- 
miliar form, it is now opening 
in a variety of ways. Made on 
slimmer, more tapered lasts, 
it may have.open shanks or 
cut-outs in pie-shaped wedges 
dipping to the inner or outer 
edge of the vamp and covering 
the entire forepart of the shoe. 


For those of you who like a 
shoe that gves trim elegance 
without fussiness, the pump in 
newly devised ways of the spec- 
tator will be good news. For 
now there will be new spectator 
styles for every occasion from 


before-breakfast to after-the- 
ball. 
JUMPING-OFF POINT 


Using the traditional brown- 
and-white spectator as a jump- 
ing-off point, shoe stylists have 
glorified the perforated pattern, 
contrasting leather textures and 
colors, and the over-all neat, 
tailored appearance of the spec- 
tator. Spectator color combina- 
tions will be unlimited. There 
will be a profusion of white, a 
new washable’ white-grained 
leather, soft white suede and 
brushed leathers, and polished 
or matte-finished white smooth 
leathers. 


Then white will be combined 
with black, scarlet, blue and 
other vivid hues, with muted 
colors such as olive, cobbler 
tan, pewter gray and with gay 
pastels, including yellow, coral, 
lilac and rose in both creamy 
and frosted tones. 


Contrasting texture as well as 
contrasting color will mark the 
news in spectators. 

As an evening style, the spec- 
tator has its perforations sub- 
stituted with tiny nailheads, 
rhinestones, or interwoven 
strips of gold or silver. 


NEW FEELING 


Along with the spectator or 
pump feeling comes a new feel- 
ing of lightness, of softness and 
of colors. Leathers are: shirred 
and draped for suppleness in 
dressy types. Meshes, straws 
and nettings are combined with 


fabrics and leather to accent 
open effects. Lacy material 
with reinforced toes and quar- 
ters opens up the entire shoe in 
a veiled, patterned effect. Nar- 
row strips criss-cross or horé- 
zontally band the bared portion 
above the closed toe of .some 
models. Side dipping sling 
backs bare the heels. There’s 
a new airiness in toes with min- 
imum openings at the tips of 
the toes or toes completely 
exposed, 


The favorite silhouette re- 
mains the sharply pointed toe, 
set on a sleek high heel and 
slim sole. While some will have 
cutouts at sides and toes, the 
completely closed and pointed 
toe will win the popular vote. 


New toe shapes include the 
nipped point, which is squared 
off at the tip but maintains the 
narrow vamp; the elongated 
square, the angled “‘oblique’’; 
the long, flattened oval called 
the “round peg.” Treatment, 
such as banding, shirring, buck- 
ling or bowing, seems more em- 
phasized than the shape. 


STILETTO HEEL 


While the stiletto heel is still 
the smartest approach to eve- 
ning, the stacked leather or 
laminated wooden heel will be 
in all heights of fashion, espe- 
cially in the medium range. 
This stacked heel is no longer 
relegated to the ‘‘sensible’’ shoe 
but can hold its own with glam- 
orous afternoon and late-day 
shoes in heights up to three and 
one-half inches. There will be 
at least a dozen/shapes includ- 
ing the new Cuban heel with an 
almost curved back, the incurv- 
ing Spanish heel, oval, square, 
rectangular, octagonal, conical 
and elongated spool.
